The AIP is the first prong of the AMS: Automatic Money System. In later action 
steps, you will be establishing prongs two and three of this system: debt 
elimination and automatic charity donation. Prongs four and five are less 
demanding. (Prong four is "live within your means" and prong five is "spend 
the rest on whatever you want.")

Purpose 

Take back control over your money by learning where it goes. 

Success Tip 

Most people unconsciously spend 20 to 40 percent of their money. This simple 
exercise will return control (and lots of money) to you. 

Action 

• Write down your expenses before you spend, not after. Writing down 
beforehand makes you stop and think whether this is what you really want 
to do. 

• After 30 days of recording all expenses, tally them out by category: groceries, 
fast-food, clothing, gasoline, entertainment, and so forth. 

• Do you see any category that has secretly been draining your income? 

Write about your findings. 

• Make a written, signed and dated commitment to reduce spending by a 
certain amount each month in any money-drain categories.

Begin Your Program of Debt Elimination 


Purpose 

Eliminate all debt so you free up your money for some serious investing - the 
kind that will let you retire in a few years. 

Success Tip 

Just do it. Don't procrastinate. Procrastination is a self-sabotage story. You are 
in control now, so don't fall for it. And don't fall into discouragement when 
you look at all your debts. You can eliminate them in a matter of a few years 
simply by applying this program. 

Action 

1. Organize all your debts into one pile so you can see exactly what you're 
dealing with. Include credit cards and charge cards, loans, automobiles 
financed, boats, mortgages, etc. Make a list of everything you owe. 

2. Lay it all out on the "Debt Elimination Plan" worksheet so you can easily 
see how much is owed and to whom (find this worksheet in the "Tools" 
folder). 

3. To compute your "pay-off ratio" for each debt on the worksheet, see the 
instructions in "Debt Elimination Plan Instruction Sheet" (also found in 
the"Tools" folder). Determine your pay-off ratio for each debt and enter 
it on your "Debt Elimination Plan" worksheet. 

4. Itemize your debts on the worksheet in order of pay-off priority. You will pay 
off the one with the lowest ratio number first. 

5. Every month, pay the minimums on everything. Add nothing to the 
outstanding balances. And then, take 10 percent of your gross income each 
month and apply it to paying off debt #1. When this debt is paid off, spend 
that allocated 10 percent each month on debt #2, and so on. In a very short 
time you will find yourself completely debt-free, even free of your mortgage! 

6. If you have not done so already, finish reading the "Debt Elimination 

Plan Instruction Sheet" in the "Tools" folder. Go to the "Debt-Elimination 
Calculators" it directs you to (also found in the "Tools" folder) to learn 
how much you would have to pay on any debt to have it dissolved by a 
certain time, and how much you would have to invest each month to be 
a millionaire in a given number of years. It's easier to be wealthy than 
you think!

Purpose 

Convert your 10-percent debt-elimination money into additional AIP 
investment money.

Only do this step once all your debts have been eliminated. In the meantime, 
just read the instructions, and move on to the next action step in this series. 

Action 

When all your debts are paid off, take the 10 percent of your gross income 
that you were investing in debt elimination and put it instead into your AIP 
investment account (where before you were putting 10 percent into debt 
elimination and 10 percent into investments, you will now be putting 20 
percent into investments). Adding all of your debt-elimination money to 
investing will super-accelerate your AIP and make you richer much faster.

Allocate 10 percent of your gross income to charity as part of setting up your 
Automatic Money System. 

Success Tip 

What goes around comes around. By contributing part of your income to 
people or causes you believe in, not only will you have the fulfillment that 
only giving provides, but you will also be rewarded by more money coming 
back to you. 

Action 

This is the fun part. Make a list of causes dear to your heart. Research charities 
in your community. Pick out where you want your contributions to go. Call 
them up and make a commitment, or write a commitment letter to yourself. 

Then make your 10-percent donation out of every income check you receive. 

Caution: Research what percent of your contribution will actually go toward 
your cause. Be wary of charitable solicitations, especially by phone, as often 
less than 10 percent of the moneys they raise end up in the hands of the 
intended. As a rule of thumb, at least 75 percent of the funds should be used 
to actually benefit the charity.
